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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the .subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 12-13, 15, 17, 23-24, 26, 28-31, 33-39, 41-43,46, 48-58, 60-61, 65, 67- 
71, 75, and 77-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chang in view of Zdebel and further in view of Wolf and Yamazaki. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in paper #28 mailed 1-9-02 for the reasons 
of record. 

Claims 16, 18-19, 21-22, 27, 32, 40, 47, 66, and 76 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chang in view of Zdebel and further in view 
of Wolf and Yamazaki as applied to claims 12-13, 15, 17, 23-24, 26, 28-31, 33-39, 41- 
43, 46, 48-58, 60-61, 65, 67-71, 75, and 77-84 above, and further in view of Han. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in paper #28 mailed 1-9-02 for the reasons 
of record., 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4-16-02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the rejection is a piecemeal rejection. In response to 
applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
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nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 
1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). With respect 
to the Yamazaki reference, U.S. Patent 4,727,044, please note that this reference was 
only used to show irradiating a laser through an insulating film. Please note that the 
examiner has previously (for example see rejection of claims 63-64 in paper mailed 2-6- 
01) taken official notice of the fact of replacing this insulating film with a new film 1 
because the film is inherently damaged by the irradiation. Such official notice has not 
been seasonably challenged and is therefore taken to be admitted prior art. This not , 
withstanding, references can be cited in support of the examiner's position.
